RAILROADS ARE AWAKENING 
Railroads are making a big stand for more 
passeng er business, which in recent years has 
become a lost art, so to speak. 
Prominent traffic officers representing many 
major lines in the United States, held a confer­ 
ence in Cincinnati a few days ag o and adopted 
what was termed, “a most elaborate prog ram 
whereby vacationists this year will be able to se­ 
cure very low passeng er fares.” 
The railroad officials are awakening probably 
too late to the fact that passeng er business after 
all is important. They have no one to blame but 
themselves. Instead of reducing passeng er fares, 
with the advent of the automobile and buses, 
they increased rates and literally drove^ passen­ 
g ers to the hig hways. 
Time was when excursion rates attracted peo­ 
ple. Low fares induced business. Then the rail­ 
roads assumed an attitude that passeng er busi­ 
ness was not wanted. If a deleg ation desired to 
charter a special train, it was almost necessary 
to buy the railroad. Railroads neg lected passen­ 
g er service and permitted other forms of trans­ 
portation to step in and take the lead. 
Now the officials of the railroads are attem pt­ 
ing to stag e a come-back by offering low rates 
to points in all directions. At last they have 
awakened to the fact that it costs no more to fill 
a coach with reduced rates, than to pull that 


coach with only a small number of passeng ers 
at a rate that is looked upon as excessive. 


LESS BASEBALL SLANG 
Westbrook Peg ler, New York sport writer, has 
some g ood news for the newspaper public. Ex­ 
cessive use of slang on the sport pag e is g oing 
out of fashion, he says. The men who write up 
the baseball g ames this season will boldly call a 
hit a hit, and will say baseball when that is what 
they mean. 
It wasn’t very long ag o that any such blunt 
and simple lang uag e seemed absolutely taboo. 
The whole idea, apparently, was to find out how 
many slang synonyms could be discovered and 
used in describing a ball g ame or any sport event. 
Then, a hit was a “bing le, clout, pole, belt, slam, 
wallop, sock, crash or whack, at the discretion of 
the writer in the press coop, but never, by any 
stretch of the imag ination, just a hit.” 
The strang e thing about it, considering the en­ 
thusiasm of some literary lig hts for ‘‘strong , 
picturesque, expressive slang ,” was that the more 
slang variants were used the duller the story be­ 
came. Only the most devout followers of the 
g ame could bear to strug g le throug h that sort of 
baseball story. 
The reaction in favor of simpler terminolog y 
in this respect is a neat comment on the abuse 
of slang . It dies from over-work.

“Since there are many points 
to consider in choosing a voca­ 
tion, the indicating of one or 
even more than one thing as the 
basis for the selection of one’s 
life work is difficult. Instead

“Livestock shows hold a thrill 
for me. A touch of romance is 
there; here a week, there a week, 
at Indianapolis, Milwaukee, Des 
Moines, Columbus or wherever 
the show circuit leads.

Livestock farming is 
not a blind alley job nor does it 
require years of hard work to 
rise to the top. If one is capable, 
his rise to the upper level will be 
rapid. No doubt skeptical persons 
can point, out examples of live­ 
stock farmers who were failures. 
If those situations were carefully 


listening and at the same time 
increasing my worldly knowl­ 
edg e. The more serious side of 
the show is the exhibiting of the 
livestock.

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RAILROADS ARE AWAKENING 


Railroads are making a big stand for more 


passenger business, which in recent years has 
become a lost art, so to speak. 


Prominent traffic officers representing many 


major lines in the United States, held a confer- 
ence in Cincinnati a lew days ago and adopted 
what was termed, "a most elaborate program 
whereby vacationists this year will be able to se- 
cure very low passenger fares." 


The railroad officials are awakening probably 


too late to the fact that passenger business after 
all is important. They have nb one to blame but 
themselves. Instead of reducing passenger fares, 
with the advent of the automobile and buses, 
they increased rates and literally drove passen- 
gers to the highways. 


Time was when excursion rates attracted peo- 


ple. Low fares induced business. Then the rail- 
roads assumed an attitude that passenger busi- 
ness was not wanted. If a delegation desired to 
charter a special train, it was almost necessary 
to buy the railroad. Railroads neglected passen- 
ger service and permitted other forms of trans- 
portation to step in and take the lead. 


Now the officials of the railroads are attempt- 


ing to stage a come-back by offering low rates 
to points in all directions. At last they have 
awakened to the fact that it costs no more to fill 
a coach with reduced rates, than to pull that 


coach with only a small xhimber of passengers 
at a rate that is looked upon as excessive. 


LESS BASEBALL SLANG 


Westbrook Pegler, New York sport writer,' has 


some good news for the newspaper public. Ex- 
cessive use of slang on the sport page is-going 
out of fashion, he says. The men who write up 
the baseball games this season wffl boldly caU a 
hit a hit, and wfll say baseball when that is what 
they mean.

It wasn't very long ago that any such blunt- 


and simple language seemed absolutely taboo. 
The whole idea, apparently, was to find out how 
many slang synonyms could be discovered and 
used in describing a ball game or any sport event. 
Then, a hit was a "birigle, clout, pole, belt, slam, 
wallop, sock, cra'sh or whack, at the discretion" of 
the writer in the press coop, but never, by any 
stretch of the imagination, just a hit."

came. Only the most devout followers of the 
game could bear to struggle through/ that sort of 
baseball story. 


The reaction in favor of simpler terminology

Rush County Sophjnore at fur due 


Writes Article in Campus Paper 


The following article, entitled 


"Why 
I Am Going to be a Live- 


stock Farmer," appeared in the 
April issue of the Purdue Agri- 
culturist and was written by 
Charles E. Colter of Richland 
township, a sophomore at Pur- 
due university. The young man, 
who is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Riley Colter, is also active in 
Rush county 4 H colt club work. 
His article follows: 


"Since there are many points 


to consider in choosing a voca- 
tion, the indicating of one or 
even more than one thing as the 
basis for the selection of one's 
life work is difficult. Instead 
there is an association of several 
factors which when interwoven 
determine what one's vocation 
will be. In trying to discover 'Why' 
I wish to. be a livestock farmer, 
I was forced to analyze my likes 
dislikes, past experiences, and 
environmental conditions to find 
that combination of basic rea- 
sons. 


I chose animal hubsandry be- 


cause I sincerely think that it 
will provdie a suitable income 
and offer great chances for ad- 
vancement. Livestock farming is 
not a blind alley job nor does it 
require years of hard work to 
rise to the top. If one is capable, 
his rise to the upper level will be 
rapid. No doubt skeptical persons 
can point out examples of live- 
stock farmers who were failures. 
If those situations were carefully 
analyzed the results would show 
that the failure was due to the 
incompetency of the man and 
not to the livestock. For every 
one of those failures, I can point 
out dozens of well-fenced, fertile 
farms with splendid buildings 
and modern equipment, all of 
which are the result of success- 
ful livestock management. 


"The second factor which I 


considered in selecting a vocation 
was whether or not I liked that 
particular type of work. If one 
is to be successful in any vocation 
he must have a love for it above 
any other. He must have that 
enthusiasm and interest which 
spur him on to reach higher 
goals and to accomplish some- 
thing which is really worth 
while. 


"I chose animal husbandry be- 


cause I like it. and I feel that I 
have the requisite strong; en- 
thusiasm and steadfast interest. 
That is only natural since psy- 
chologists assert thaj heredity 
has a great influence. Many of 
my ancestors were connected 
with the livestock industry in 
some way. My great grandfather 
came from that great livestock 
country, Scotland, to America 
where he put into practice those 
facts Which he had learned upon 
those bleak hills of his mother 
country. That same love for ani- 
mal husbandry was inherited by 


. my grandfather, by my father, 


arid finally by myself. 


"Environment had a great in- 


fluence upon me, too. I was raised 
upon a farm which was well sup- 
_ 


plied with livestock. I wasn't does n6t split irifinitivesV but let 
very old when I began to mani- 
fest that inherited interest. I 
joined the 4 H club and had live- 
stock entered in -every depart- 
ment of that club. I fed lambs, 
pigs, beef calves and draft colts, 
and it was here that I learned 
<2ie fundamental principles of 
successful livestock management. 


. I spent many happy moments.in 


the fitting of those animals fo 
the livestock shows. 


"Livestock shows hold a thril 


for me. A touch of. romance 
there; here a week, there a week 
at Indianapolis, Milwaukee, De 
Moines, Columbus or whereve 
the show circuit leads. New pla- 
ces, new faces, new scenes, anc 
new situations add to the novelty 
which never-grow old. 'One has 
the opportunity of meeting al 
kinds of people ranging from the 
best to the worst. Jockeys, swipes 
race drivers, grooms, and other 
herdsmen are only too glad to 
tell of their experiences and I 
have spent many enjoyable hour; 
listening and at the same time 
increasing my worldly knowl- 
edge. The more serious side of 
the show is'the exhibiting of the 
livestock. The crowd, the- spirr 
of rivalry and the glamor of the 
entire situation cause a stirring 
sensation in a livestock man as 
he stands there upon the tan- 
bark. 


"Another advantage of being 


a livestock farmer is that he is 
his own boss. If a circus comes to 
town or the fish suddenly go to 
biting, he can quit work and do 
as he pleases. Other men would 
have to work humbly into the 
spacious officns of their employ- 
ers, who would thunder out 
'Why are you late?' The live- 
stock farmer enjoys his work be- 
cause it changes. He goes to work 
in the morning when he pleases 
and no whistle blows for him. He 
accomplishes something because 
he has interest in his work and 
not in punching a time clock. To 
him a new day is a new chance 
for 
accomplishing 
something 


something worth while; to the 
majority of other men, a new day 
is just another day arid is wel- 
comed because it shortens the 
time until the weekly pay check 
is due. 


"Livestock farming keeps one 


out in the open. The air is pure, 
unlike the dirty, coal-smoke- 
laden air of the gre'at city. Even 
the sun shines brighter. In the 
winter time this farmer has only 
to take care of his livestock in 
the barn and then sit close to 
the stove and listen to the radio 
for the remainder of the" day. 


"The world of the bacteriolo- 


gist is just what he sees in a 
microscope. For hours, and hours 
he sits with his body bent, arid 
his eye to the microscope in 
search of the elusive bacteria. 
The chemist spends his life in a 
laboratory mixing this and fhsLt 
together. The English teacher, 
his world bounded by bookeovers 
and by the four walls of the class 
room, spends his life in trying to 
pound rules of English composir 
tion into the heads- of college 
students. Let them live then: lives 
and let me live mine. Let ti}e 
bacteriologist get His thrill when 
he sees a new gfirm, the chemist 
when he discovers a new ele'- 
ment, the Ehgiish teacher when 
the dumbest man iri the class 


me get my thrill when I :have 
accomplished something worth 
while in livestock farming. 


"Livestock farming is riot easy 


nor is the road to success easy to 
travel. Like all other vocations 
it Has ups and downs, its depres- 
sions and rewards. -It brings out 
the very best in a man. It offers 
a great challenge to anyone to 


make a real success. I am going 
to accept that challenge.

service of the poor children of 
Indiana, would be started. The 
super-structure for the conval- 
escent unit, which will occupy a 
ten-acre, meadowed area adjoin- 
ing the hospital grounds in the 
middle of the Indiana University 
medical center campus, will give 
the visitors an idear of what a 
valuable addition the Rotary 
unit will be. Hospital authori- 
ties have estimated that the Ro- 
tary contribution of a convales- 
cent building will add one-fourth 
to the annual capacity of the Ri- 
ley hospital for treating the 
crippled and sick Children of the 
state. It will add 60 beds to the 
200 bed hospital which already 
is regarded one of the finest of 
its kind in the world. 


The contributions of Indiana 


Rotarians, amounting thus far 
to more than $278,000 will be ex- 
pended with greatest scientific 
consideration for the improve- 
ment of the hospital which the 
name and works of the beloved 
Hoosier Poet have inspired. The 
building itself will cost $250,000 
and considerably more money 
will be spent on equipment for 
the strengthening of sickly lit- 
tle bodies and minds.
